Sir.—I have the honor to submit herewith my report as Ad- 
jutant General of New Mexico for the past two years In my 
report dated December 31, 1890, I stated that the mihtia of 
New Mexico consisted of ten troops of cavalry and seven com- 
panies of infantry After two years of experience, І am pre- 
pared to say, I do not believe that a portion of these organiza- 
tions existed, even on paper, at the date that report was made 
They had no doubt done good service in the past, but without 
adequate support from the Territory, and without pay when 
called into the field, they could not of course be expected to 
keep up their organizations. 

In reference to the two fractional regiments which we now 
claim comprise the mihtia of New Mexico, I have to state that I 
have had no recent reports from the Colonel of the First Cavalry. 
I learn, however, from several officers of the regiment that 1t 18 
their intention and desire to have Troops A B C and D re- 
main in the service, and Г have therefore included the names of 
the former officers, with the field and staff officers of the regni- 
ment, in the roster as shown in Exhibit A attached to this re- 
port. 

During the present year two new troops have been added to 
the regiment, as follows: 

Troop E, at Albuquerque; mustered February 22, 1892, with 
three commissioned officers, six non-commissioned officers, and 
twenty-six privates. 
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Troop F, at Tierra Amarilla, mustered May 31, 1892, with 
three commissioned officers, nine non-commissioned officers, and 
forty-three privates. 

The First Regiment of Infantry was organized December 24, 
1890, with seven companies, one (company C. of Laguna) 
mounted. Since my last report company В, of Santa Fe, and 
company D, of East Las Vegas, have disbanded, and company 
H, of Roswell, has been attached. This company was mustered 
January 25, 1892, with three commissioned officers, nine non- 
commissioned officers and forty privates. The present roster 
will therefore 1nclude six troops of the First Cavalry and five 
companies of infantry, and one company mounted in the First 
Infantry 

I have received reports from all the companies of the latter 
regiment, and from T »ops E and Е of the First Cavalry, and 
while some o£ these reports are not as flattering as Г could wish, 
yet I trust that under our new militia law, which I hope will 
soon be passed, we will have the nucleus for tbe formation of 
а National Guard of which New Mexico may well be proud. 
These companies are kept in existence by the local pride of the 
members and their friends, with such little assistance as may be 
rendered by the Territory from the fund appropriated by the 
United States 


PROPERTY DESTROYED BY THE BURNING OF THE CAPITOL 
BUILDING, MAY 12, 1892. 


By your order dated in April, 1891, І surrendered the lease 
on the rooms which had theretofore been used as a Territorial 
armory, and removed the property to the basement of the 
capitol building. In December, 1891, the capitol commission- 
ers requiring the basement for other purposes, a room in the 
third story was assigned to our use, and the following property 
was removed thereto: =

This property was completely destroyed, but upon the rec- 
ommendation of Edward Krumpegel, who has faithfully per- 
formed the duties of Territorial armorer, almost without pay, 
for the past two years, several boxes of guns and a box of very 
valuable papers, which were found too heavy for removal to the 
upper story, were, very fortunately, transferred to a safe stor- 
age room where they have remained since 


OLD MUSTER ROLLS. 


In my last report I referred to the fact that when I took 
charge of this office under your appointment, April 1, 1890. 
“there were not a dozen muster rolls on file of the 6,561 men 
that New Mexico sent into the Union army during the war,” 
and I also referréd to the fact that the case of Felsenthal vs. 
Fletcher, involving muster rolls and other valuable papers, was 
then pending in court. After this case had been on the docket 
for two terms without coming to trial, a compromise was ef- 
fected by which, on January 16, 1892, a large number of muster 
rolls and other valuable papers, referred to more particularly 
in Exhibits В to E, inclusive, the muster in rolls of 144 men of 
the 1st Cavalry, the muster out rolls of 149 men of the 1st Caval 
ry, and many other papers, were turned over to this office. In 
consideration of this delivery of papers, I had the honor to rec- 
ommend to you that the sum of $500 should be paid to Louis 
Felsenthal. Exhibits F and G show a list of commissions and 
discharges received from different sources, which are the prop- 
erty of the soldiers themselves, or their legal representatives, 
and are subject to the call of the owners. In addition to the 
foregoing, there are now on file the muster and descriptive rolls 
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of 530 soldiers, and the number of such missing papers is con- 
stantlyfncreasing. Thereare still a large number of these papers 
outstanding, many of which with proper effort can be secured 
to aid us in perfecting records. и 

Since Ше last report applications have been received in 284 
cases for statements of service, and in 188 cases certificates, 
under the seal of the Adjutant General, have been issued. 
When it becomes generally known that these valuable papers 
are in Ње poss(ssion of this office, a large demand will be 
made for service certificates by those who have lost, mislaid or 
hypothecated their discharges. In many cases where certifi- 
cates have been issued the requests came fiom the various de- 
partments in Washington, where the records of New Mexico 
are in a very imperfect condition. Efforts should be made not 
only to secure the original papers scattered throughout the 
Territory, but also if possible to obtain copies of those ou file 
in the War Department. In my endeavor to put the war records 
of this office in better shape, І am deeply indebted to Colonel 
Е. G Ainsworth, the very efficient officer in сһагде of the Rec- 
ord and Pension Division of the War Department, and to J. 
A. Walker, special agent of the Treasury Department, for 
courtesies extended 

At the request of many.officers interested I attach to this re- 
port, as Exhibit H, General Order No. 44, issued by General 
Canby, May 10, 1862, consolidating the different commands. of 
New Mexico. This is a very important paper which will aid 
materially in perfecting recoids. 

Exhibit I shows the names of the different Adjutants Gen- 
eral of New Mexico, so far as they are known, with the dates 
of their commissions 

This office is under obligation to the Hon. William Breeden 
for the loan of seventy volumes of the “War of the Rebellion 
Records,” which add very materially to our library. These, 
with the reports of the Adjutants General of-several. States now 
on file, are in constant demand, and with a little effort in in- 
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creasıng the number this collection will soon become of great 
value. 

A safe should be provided for the use of this office for the 
preservation of valuable books-and papers. Provision should 
also be made for a roster and descriptive book in which every 
New Mexico soldier’s record should appear. 


FINANCIAL. © 


The last Legislature appropriated funds as follows, for the 
militia for the 42d and 43d fiscal years, $500 for each year: 

“For the militia fund, including salary and office rent of the 
“Adjutant General, and all other and necessary expenses in- 
“curred by the Territory under the laws in reference to militia, 
“and perfecting muster rolls of volunteers during the rebellion 
“in New Mexico under the direction of the Governor and Ad- 
‘Gutant Севета!, 5500. 

From this fund there has been drawn to date $688.11, all the 
funds available, for which amount vouchers are on file with the 
Auditor of the Territory. There are bills outstanding to the 
amount of $158.52 and there is still due the Adjutant General 
$153.37. - 7 

Under the Act of Congress amending section 1661 Revised 
Statutes, providing for the arming and equipping the militia, 
there is due the Territory of New Mexico $6,548 75. This 
amount is only available for the purpose of providing arms, 
ordnance stores, quartermaster's stores and camp equipage for 
the use of the militia. | 

I have the honor to state that under date of January 9, 1892, 
the Chief of Ordnance at Washington reports that the returns 
of ordnance or ordnance stores for the year ending December 
31, 1891, have been examined and found correct The Quarter- 
master General, under date of May 19, 1892, acknowledges re- 
ceipt of return of clothing and equipage as having been found 


correct and the account sent to the Second Auditor for settle- 
ment, 
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I desire to return my sincere thanks to yourself, the Auditor, 
Treasurer, and Secretary of the Territory, and to all who have 
assisted me in my official capacity during the past two years.

The first regument of New Mexico Volunteers will be reorganized and 
completed as вооп as possible by transfer of companies from the 2nd, 4th 
und 5th regiments and Graydon's Spy Company. The companies to be ге- 
tained vill be filled up by selections from the companies to be disbanded 
and all officers and men not included in the new organization will be dis- 
charged from the service of the United States on the 3166 instant. 

In the organization of companies the enrolled men of native and foreign 
birth will be kept distinct except that in the New Mexican companies one 
or more of the officers and one fourth of the non-commissioned officers shall 
be pereons who understand and speak both the English and Spanish lan- 
guages ‘lhe commander of the regiment will make the assignment of ofti- 
cers and the transfer of non-commissioned officers and enlisted men neces- 
sary to effect this object. In the selection of men it is expected that none 
but sober, intelligent and reliable men will be admitted. 

Four of the e companies, to be designated by the commander of the De- 
partment, will 1mmediately be armed and equipped as a mounted police for 
Eervice in the Indian country in suppressing the banditti and marauders 
- who infest certain localities of the Territory and іп restoring and ргевегу- 
ing order The company organization will be the cavalry organization 
prescribed by General Orders No. 48, of October 151}, 1861, except that un- 
til the quartermaster’s department can provide horses the company quar-
